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OPINION 623 


MAC RON EM A PICTET, 1836 (INSECTA, TRICHOPTERA) ; VALIDATED 
UNDER THE PLENARY POWERS 

RULING. —(1) Under the plenary powers the generic name Macronevm, 
Stephens, 1829, is hereby suppressed for the purposes of both the Law of 
Priority and the Law of Homonymy. 

(2) The generic name Macronema Pictet, 1836 (gender : neuter), type- 
species, by monot3^y, Macronema lineatum Pictet, 1836, is hereby placed on 
the Official List of Generic Names in Zoology with the Name No. 1462. 

(3) The specific name lineatum Pictet, 1836, as published in the bmomen 
Macronema lineatum (tj^e-species of Macronema Pictet, 1836) is hereby placed 
on the Official List of Specific Names in Zoology" with the Name No. 1787. 

(4) The following generic names are hereby placed on the Official Index of 
Rejected and Invafid Generic Names in Zoology mth the Name Numbers 
specified: 

(a) Macronema Stephens, 1829, as suppressed under the plenary powers 

in (1) above (Name No. 1536); 

(b) Macronemum Burmeister, 1839, an invahd emendation of Macronema 

Pictet, 1836 (Name No. 1537). 

HISTORY OF THE CASE (Z.N.(S.) 706) 

The present case w'as first submitted by !Mr. D. E. Kimmins in August 1952. 
At that time the provisions in the Code dealing with emendations w'ere very 
obscure and jMr. Kimmins’ case could not easily be dealt with. After the 
London Congress in 1958, however, an appHcation w^as drafted and w^as sent 
to the printer on 28 March 1960 and published on 16 September 1960 in Bull, 
zool. Nomencl. 17 : 313-314. Pubhc Notice of the possible use by the Com¬ 
mission of its plenary powders in the present case w’as given in the same part 
of the Bulletin as w'ell as to the other prescribed serial publications (Bull, 
zool. Nomencl. 4 : 51-56) and to six entomological serials. 

Dr. ICimmins’s proposals w^ere supported by Dr. H. H. Ross and Dr. G. B. 
Wiggins (Bull. zool. Noynencl. 18 : 158) and b}^ Dr. K. M. F. Scott (Department 
of Zoology, University of Capetown, South .^ica). An objection was received 
from Dr. E, Raymond Hall. 

DECISION OF THE COmHSSION 

On 1 IMay 1961 the ^lembers of the Commission were invited to vote under 
the Three-Month Rule on Voting Paper (61)12 either for or against the 
proposals set out in Bull. zool. Nomencl. 17 : 314. At the close of the voting 
period on 1 August 1961 the state of the voting was as follows : 

Affirmative Votes—tw^enty (20), received in the following order : Dymond, 
Mayr, Holthuis, Hering, Hemming, Boschma, Riley, Obruchev, Bonnet, 
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Alvarado, Brinck, IMiller, Jaczewsld, Yokes, Key, Uchida, Prantl, Lemche, 
Tortonese, Kiilmelt. 

Negative Votes—^three (3) : Stoll, do Amaral, Mertens. 

On Leave of Absence—one (1) : Bradley 

Voting papers not returned—one (1) : Evans. 

Commissioner Poll returned a late affirmative vote. 

Dr. IMertens sent the following comment with liis voting paper (26.vii.61)— 
“ There already exists an objection against the proposed validation of the 
generic name Macronema Pictet, 1836, by E. R. HaU. My own vote against 
the proposal is based on the folloA\ing considerations : The applicant remarks 
that the name Macronemum Burmeister, 1839, replacing the technically invalid 
name Macronema ‘ has not come into general use ’. I find that this very 
generalised wording cannot serve as an information to the Commission. It 
must be noted that the name Macronemum, re-introduced by Ross (1944) in 
strict accordance with the provisions of the Rules, is even to be found in general 
text-books, i.e. Brues, Melander & Carpenter, 1954 (Classification of Insects, 
Bull. Mus. comp. Zool. Harvard 108 : 219). So it seems to me to be too late 
for the stabilisation of Macronema Pictet and better for stability to continue 
the present usage of Macronemum than to change again the name of the genus 
concerned.”
